LAWS OF MISSISSIPPI, 
AN ACT to incorporate the bank of Vicksburg. 


§ 1. Be it enacted by the legislature of the 
state of Mississippi, That an institution shall 
be established in the city of Vicksburg, un- 
der the title of the Bank of Vicksburg, with 
a capital of two millions of dollars, divided 
into twenty thousand shares of one hundred 
dollars each; and that books for subscribing 
the same, shall be opened on the fourth 
Monday of May, in the city of Vicksburg, 
under the superintendence of William H. 
Paxton, W.M. Bobb, Thomas P. Hardiway, 
Claiborne Steel, William B. Praycr, James 
Bland, James Gwin, Thomas J. Randolph, 
Wiliam F. Markham, and William H. Sims, 
or a majority of them; and shall remain open 
for one week; and the sum thus subscribed, 
shall be paid m gold or silver, or the notes 
of specie paying banks of this state and 
Louisiana; one-fifth at the time of subscrib- 
ing; one-fifth on the fifteenth of February, 
eighteen hundred and thirty-eight; one-fifth 
on the fifteenth day of November, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-eight; one-fifth on the fif- 
teenth of February, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-nine; and the remaining one-fifth, on

assigns, shall be a body politic and-corpo- 
rate, by the name and style of the Bank of 
Vicksburg, and shall so continue until the 
thirty-first day of December, eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-eight; and by that name, shall 
be liable and capable in law, to have, pur- 
chase, enjoy, possess, receive, and retain, 
to the use of them and their successors, 
lands,, tenements, hereditaments, goods, 
chattels, and effects, of any kind, nature, 
or quality whatsoever, to an amount not ex-| 
ceeding. twice the amount of the capital 
stock; and the same to grant, alien, or dis- 
pose of at pleasure: Provided, no real estate 
so acquired, other than such as shall be neces- 
sary for their banking house and lot, and such 
offices as may be nécessary, shall be held or 
retained in their own right, for a longer pe- 
riod of time than five years;-and shall by the 
name and style aforesaid, be capable and lia- 
ble in law, to sue and be sued, plead and be

First—Every stockholder being a citizen of 
this state, and not a director in any other 
bank, shall be eligible as a director; and ev- 
ery stockholder shall, at all the meetings of 
the stockholders, be entitled to a vote for di- 
rectors, according to the number of shares, 
he, she, they, or it, shall respectfully hold in 
- the proportion following; that is to say, for 
each and every share, not exceeding ten, one 
vote; for every two shares above ten, and not 
exceeding fifty, one vote; for every five 
shares above fifty, and not exceeding one 
hundred, one vote; and for every ten shares 
above one hundred, one vote; but no per- 
son, copartnership, or corporation, shall 
be entitled to more than one hundred votes; 
and no share shall confer the right of 
voting, which shall not have been holden 
by subscription, actual transfer, or pur- 
chase, at, least ninety days previous to such 
meeting: Provided, that*the latter clause 
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shall not apply to the first election of direc- 
tors, and that the stockholders shall have, 
the right of voting by proxy. Second—All 
directors shall receive as an emolument for 
their services, a standing accommodation of 
five thousand dollars; and it shall be lawful 
for the president, to receive such compensa- 
tion as the directors may think reasonable, 
and prescribed by a majority of two-thirds 
of their board. Six directors shall consti- 
tute a board of directors for the transaction 
of business, of whom the president shall be 
one, except in case of sickness or unavoida- 
ble absence, in which case, a president pro 
tempore shall be appointed by the members 


present. It shall be lawful for the directors - 


to call a meeting of the stockholders at any 
time when they may deem proper.  Fifth— 
A committee of the directors, with the presi- 
dent or cashier, may constitute a board for 
the discounting of bills of exchange and re- 
newal of loans, when the security is the 
same; Provided, the board of directors 
should, by resolution or ordér, direct such 
renewals to be made. Sixth—Should ‘the 
whole amount of stock not be taken at. the

All losses sustamed by 
the company, and all expenses paid or in- 
curred, as well as all interest paid or then 
due or accrued, or debts owing by the com- 
pany, shall be deducted from the profits be- 
fore any dividend is declared.

male facilities has produced great and insuffer- 
able inconveniences to the citizens, which will 
be partially obviated ‘by the laws passed at the 
last session of congress. ` But the counties 
have, since that time, been created, and seats 
of justice permanently located in most of them, 
Some attention to the laws providing foy mail 
routes, appears to your memorialists, to be ob- 
vious. Your memorialists would therefore re- 
spectfully recommend the establishment by 
law, of the following routes, viz:—To provide 
for the mail to be carried twice a week from 
Jackson, Mississippi, to Memphis, ‘Tennessee, 
via Canton, Bolé’s ferry,on-the Big Black river, 
Franklin, Penson, Carrollton, Greneda, Cof- 
feeville, Belmont, and Jefferson, to Memphis.

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From Carrollton, via Grenada, Coffeeville, Ox- 
ford, Wyatt, Chullahoma, and Holly Springs, 
to Lawrange, Tennessee. From Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi, via Madisonville, Doak’s old stand, 
Kosciusko, Greensborough, Houston, Pontotoc, 
and Ripley, to Boliver, Tennessee. A cross 
mail from Fulton, in [ttawamba county, via 
Pontotoc, Ponola, or Belmont. tó Tunica court 
house, on the bank of the Mississippi river. 

The above routes would open through different 
parts of the state, direct mail routes from Jack- 
son, the seat of government of said state, to 
important points in the state of ‘Tennessee. 
Those, together with the cross mail routes 
proposed, would afford ample.mail facilities to 
the country lately ceded in the Chickasaw pur- 
chase, as well as many other parts of our 
state. 

Your memorialists would recommend the 
adoption of all the routes herein described, and j 
the timely repeal of ali laws, and discontinu- > 
ance of all ioutes; that conflict therewith.
